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In this memoir, which I have ventured to regard in the light 
of a monument dedicated to tlie memory of my late friend S. C. 
Snellen van Vollenhoven (whose love for the insects of the family 
Ichneumonidae has been fully manifested in the pages of the 
Tijdschrift voor Entomologie), I have brought together descriptions 
and iigures of some of the most remarkable species of the group 
with which I am acquainted. I regret that of some of the species 
I have not been able to give an analysis of the parts of the 
mouth , the individuals at my disposal being often unique.

The genus Capitonius of Brulle was established upon an elegant 
species from Brazil in the collection of the Jardin des plantes in 
Paris, where I examined and made a drawing of the unique type 
in 1852. The genus was placed by Brulle in the family Evanii 
and regarded as allied to the genus Aulacus. The antennro were 
described as 13-jointed, but a careful examination enabled me to 
perceive that these organs were mutilated, a perfect specimen in 
the Hopeian collection shewing them to be twice the length of 
the mutilated antennie of the typical Parisian individual. 

The following is the description of the genus Ccqntonius, as 
given by Brulle Hist. nat. ms. Hyinenopt. IV p. 544:

The genus Aulacodus of Cresson was also regarded by its author 
as most probably belonging to the Evaniida3, and as allied to 
Aulacus (whence the generic name). Deceived by Brulle’s descrip¬ 
tion of the mutilated antennae of Cap 'itonius ^ Cresson considered 
it as generically distinct from that genus, observing that 

«this remarkable genus resembles at first sight a small species 
of Aulacus with a large head, but on a closer examination the 
characters were found to be very dissimilar. It seems to form a 
very close connecting link between the Ichneumones adsciti and

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the Evaniida^; from the former it differs by the mode of the inser¬ 
tion of the abdomen, from the latter by the multiarticulate antenna3;

of the peduncle of the abdomen being inserted at considerable 
elevation upon the metathorax — a character which seems con¬ 
fined to the Evaniidae — I place it for tlie present in that family. »
